"French Canadians are perhaps the only people la 
tho world who enjoy Democracy without having had t* 
fight for It", 

This quotation from an afticle by 
Pierre £liot Trudeau became the 
object of a heated debate yesterday 
at the fourth plenary session of 
MCWA, held in the Medical Assem- 
bly Building. 

Participating in the panel dis- 
cussion, whose topic was "Dem- 
ocracy In French Canada," Paul 
Bouchard, Professor of Economic 
.Geography at Laval; Michael Oli- 
ver, Professor of Political Science 
at McGill; the Reverend Gerard 
Dion of Laval, and Professor Ma- 
son Wade, author of the book "The 
French Canadians. 1760-1915." 
OLIVER 

Professor Oliver was. the first 

fierson to mention Trudcau's ar- 
ide. He cited it while giving his 
reasons why French Canadians 
have "not really believed In dem- 
ocracy for themselves." 

"Democracy stresses individual 
participation in public affairs." he 
explained, "but for the French Ca- 
nadians, collective security seemed 
much more important." 

011 ver attacked the Roman Ca- 
tholic Church as .a stumbling block 
to democracy in' Quebec. • "During 
the crucial, formative years of 
French Canadian politics," he 
claimed, "the Church was opposed 
to liberalism." 

He also maintained that the rigid 
Internal organization of the Church 
made it an unlikely training ground 
for democracy. , 
WADE - 
Professor Wade, who followed 
Oliver, immediately took issue with 
Trudeau's st-atement. He pointed 
out that the Frcn:li Canadians had 
indeed been' forced to fight for 
democracy, in the years 1815 to 
1B36. • 

"This was a real democratic 
political movement", he said, 
"which was eventually forced Into 
an explosion' which 1 would tend 
to call a civil war.. The 'impact of 
these events 'on democracy in 
i^rench Canada has been fell ever 
since". • . , ' 

Wade went on to compare Qùe- 
hcc's political development with 
that of New England. He noted the 
closc^ analogy between events on 
the Montreal politknl scene and 
those x)f Boston, and •■minted' out 
that In both societies the clergy 
had taken a leading role. -. 
• "However",' he said, "there was 
'.a tendency to rebel against clc 
rical direction as society 'expand 
cd."

Abbs Dion agreed with Wade l« . 
his attack on Trudeau'* article. 
"I feel that the statement of Tru- 
deau is an oversimplification", h« 
nKihitalned. "One has only to con- 
sider the hlstorioal development 
of democracy In Canada to unders- 
tand what kind of democracy was 

given to French Canada in the 
eglnnlng." 

He explained that the people 
were given only a pretense of 
democracy. "After. 1791 we had an* 
assembly", he said "but the assem- 
bly liad no control of the adminis- 
tration". " : 
"If we consider the attitude of ■ 
the English until Confederation", 
he went on, "1 don't believe It was 
an example of the true democratic 
spirit. We in Quebec well, know 
the meaning of oligarchy and the 
'Family CompaclV' , 

COMPARISON 
Dion next compared Quebec's 
political situation to that of the 
other nations of the free world.' 
'To me," he said, "the fight for 
democracy in Quebec was the 
fight we find in every country. 

"I do not believe that we were, 
belter or worse than any other* 
one. In order to get democracy, 
we need the education of the 
people, a certain economic dc- 
velnpincnt, and also a certain 
security. This security, until re- 
cently, the French Canadians did 
not have." 

Dion dismissed the Duptessis 
regime 'as "not something nor- 
mal" in the evolution towards 
democracy. "But if we consider 
the whole of history," he. de- 
clared, "it may be observed that 
we are growing more and more 
mature. In the last few months, 
one may .see how the people are 
ready lo express themselves and 
also take on their responsibil- 
ities." . 

DISAGREED 
He disagreed with Oliver about 
the influence of the clergy. 
"People who don't<knovv consider 
the church a monolithic block," 
he said. ■ 

"It is not now, and never has 
been so. H is noted that the. 
clergy is of a conservative ten- 
dency, but the bishops in Que- 
bec have taken some political 
stands, and the people voted 
against them. Why has Quebec 
always voted Liberal in Fed- 
eral elections? The political in- 
fluence of the clergy has not 
been great." 

BOUCHARD 
. ^Professor. Bouchard called Trii;^ 
deau's . article ~ a misrepirç^cnla 
tlonM full; of h istorical ^'errors. - 
"Nothing ' is abnormaii^in^this 
province so far as democracy is 
concerned," he declared. 

Ncverllieloss, Bouchard empha- 
sized that democracy in Quebec Is 
inique. "Democracy is not tho 
' same in every . country of the 
world," he said. "11 Is practiced 
according to the traditional out- 
look of the various nations.-" 

Bouchard claimed that "There 
are two. nations in Canada," and 
that the French Canadians most 
be considered a Latin American x 
.scKietv. Therefore, he maintained, 
French Canadian democracy is of 
the Latin American type, as op- 
posed to the North American va-.- 
riety. - - . > 

POLITICS 
Turning to the politics of Que- 
bec, Bouchard deplored the practi- 
ce «f placing the party treasury 
in the hands "of one man. "The 
treasury sliould be in the hands 
of a., committee of trustees," he 
declared, ".who will administer the. 
funds not for the benefit Qf one 
man, but for the benefit of tlie 
I whole party." —

Several weeks ago*, this column was (kvoted to a dis- 
cuBsion of the value and importance of keeping McGill's 
graduates informed, through the spoken and the written 
word, about what was happening at the University. At 
that time, we dwelt upon the role of the facility and senior 
«fficers of the ;idministration in their travels out to bran- 
ches of the Graduates' Society, in order to tell the story 
of McGill on a personal, intimate basis. We also indicated, 
at that time, that the most important carrier of the prin- 
ted word was The McGUl News, the Society's quarterly 
publication, which is sent out to some 16,000 graduates. 

This is a most suitable time to talk about The McGill 
News, as we are in the midst of preparing the December 
issue for the printer. (Our assistant, conscientious soul 
that she is, begrudges the time spent writing about it, 
Tvhen she says, we should bé writing /or it); 

. The McGill News first saw the light of day in Decem- 
ber, 1919. This was the 'year that Sir William Peterson 
retired as Principal of McGill, after 24 years of service. 
This was also the year that His Royal Highness Prince 
Edward of Wales received the honorary LL.D. degree at 
Fall Convocation and the Percival Molson Stadium was 
officially opened and dedicated. 

The editorial committee of Vol. 1,. No. 1, contained 
some well-known names. Stephen Leacock was chairman 
and Eric A. Leslie, Sc. '16, was editor. D. Stuart Forbes, 
Sc. '11, Arch. '14 and A.K. Hugessen, Arts '12, Law '14, la- 
ter a Canadian Senator and today senior member of the 
Soard of Governors, were among those who served as 
éonimîttee înén. The avowed objective of this infant maga- 
zine, as expressed in its lead editorial, remains the same 
today as it was then, and we.shoiild like to quote, a portion 
of it here: • - « 

"The News will not.be à magazine -in the ordinary 
sense of the term. Its mission is other and its aim is higher 
than that. It will be primarily a record for circulation 
among the graduates of the college of what is being done 
at McGill and of what is happening in the world outside 
that concerns the .welfare of the University. It is hoped 
that on such terms ànd with this expectation, this won- 
derful publication will find a warm welcome and a' ready 
appreciation in the hearts of those to -whom it directs its 
" appeal','. ' 

Then, as now the McGill News was published by the 
Graduates' Society, and through the years, its importance 
as the main link between the Universityrand.. McGill gra- 
duates scattered throughout the world has increased; Each 
lésue of the magazine has speciâl sections devoted to clear- 
ly defined aspects of the University's life and develop- 
ment :, t Ac PniidpaVs Page, a. special regular article writ- 
ten by Dr. F. Cyril James ; The Campus, containing short 
Items of academic and extra-curricular activities of tfie 
students; What the Martlet Hears, a department devoted 
to news about and of interest'to. graduates; The Faculty, 
listing appointments, awards, and promotions of faculty
